The farmera of ; both the State and tbe Railway Com 
' pany testified that tbe claims of ih 
: railroad were sustained by' tbe facts 
Two cents did not pay the cost <>f 
carrying a paasenger a mile. Tli' 
State, however, contended thnt the 
railroad was earning enough surplus 
on its state freight bualness to give a 
fair return upon the capital naed i ' 
its passenger as well as Its frci^b' 
business. For the purposes of th > 
case, the railroad did not deny this, 
but held to ita contention that tb" 
State could not segregate Its pn- 
senger business for rate fixing with- 
out allowing a rate that would be 
sufUclent to pay the cost of doing 
business nnd enough to give some 
return upon the capital invested In 
doing the I iisinees re..;.ilated. This 
was the issue presented to the Su- 
preme Court lis decision responds 
to the Judmnent of the fair-minded 
sentiment of the country. The Su- 
preme Court pays that, even though 
a raiiroii'J earns a surplus on a par- 
ticular rotiiniodliy by rharsing rea- 
sonable rates, that afrenls n:) reason 
for compelling ii to hanl a::other'8 
person or property for less than cost. 
The surplus from a reasonable rate 
properly b.'IntiKS to tli,- rail.^ay rem- 
paay.
